PREFACE. 



Who ark Quacks? is almost daily asked by Invalids throughout the 
country, who, in their anxiety to obtain relief, wish to learn how to 
distinguish the genuine physician from the pretender. 

The Medical Profession is divided into several Societies, each of 
which make rules by which to govern their members, and, less charit- 
able than other professions, each society denominates the members of 
every other society as " quacks." The society which out-tumibers in 
its membership all the rest, because inaction only is required of its 
members to give free scope and a large field, with all its emoluments, 
to its officers or lenders — this society calls itself the regular — as in Re- 
ligion, one sect calls itself the true Church ! implying that all others 
are false. Among the code of ethics or rules which govern this society 
are the following: — Any one practicing medicine without having ob- 
tained a Diploma from a regular Medical College, is a " Quack !" 
Under this head we must class the most able Surgeon* of the day. 
Dr. John Hunter — self-educated — he raised himself to a position so 
that the Society were compelled to make him a present of a Diplo-va, 
as an honorary member, and beg his entrance to their society. After- 
ward he became a Professor in one of the Royal Colleges of England. 

P>y another rule — They forbid the members of their society from 
meeting in consultation with the Physicians of any other school. 
The result of this is to create a mutual admiration society; to cover 
up mistakes, and shut out all really valuable advice, leaving the invalid 
to die the victim of false ideas ; while justice and good sense suggest 
that if one mode of treatment fail to cure, another system be permitted 
to step in and contribute its influence to effect a cure. 

A few weeks since, one of the leading physicians of the New York 
Hospital sought my advice and aid in treating a disease existing in 
his own body. He suppressed his name, but I know his face. Were 
a patient of his to ke similarly situated, unable to find relief else- 
where, his standing in the profession would be jeopardized by advis- 
ing the patient to follow his example. 
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Another rule. Any one who advertises, shall be counted out of the 
regular profession. Under this head many of our most skillful phy- 
sicians are classed, whose experience and learning, place them far 
above those whose lack of energy permits them to sit quietly in their 
office waiting for the sick to find them out. The injustice and fool- 
ishness of this order is apparent to the vox populi, who judge us, 
and ty their patronage, give us sanction. A physician passes through 
all the grades of medical education, receives his certificate of qualifica- 
tion, and because he sees fit to publish his views, does his learning from 
that moment leave him? Does not the great increase of practice 
thus secured, and the large experience thus obtained, give him 
superior claims to consideration ? 

Another order of this Society denounces as "Quacks," in sweep- 
ing terms, all Physicians of the Homoeopathic, Eclectic, Hydropathic, 
and all other Societies. They appear to denounce reformation, and 
upon their lofty pinacles of self-esteem, cry I am true, the only true 
physician, — all others are quacks. 

In our humble opinion, a quack is a pretender — one who practices 
an art he has not by study acquired, and boasts a skill he does not 
possess, and success he has not acquired. It is, therefore, within the 
reach of every invalid to discover before engaging a physician, whether 

j he be ednc atcd, of experience, and possessed of skill. If he have 
these, he is no quack, whatever his peculiar mode of doing business. 

! If he possess not these qualifications, he is a quack — a pretender — 
notwithstanding he claims, with other pretensions, that of being a

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In this age of quackery and pretension it becomes 
a delicate matter for a physician who values his po- 
sition to step aside from the regular path, and present 
his views to the public. Nothing but a sense of what 
is due humanity and a world of sufferers can justify 
the act. 

After a course of study in this country, graduating 
at tlie New York College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons, my thirst for scientific knowledge led me 
abroad. I visited all the great hospitals of Europe, 
spending considerable time in study and research 
with the best authors of England, France, and Ger- j 1 
many. About this time the medical world were 
startled by the invention of tho " Am iFici.vi.

. membranes or the nerves were affected, no relief 
1 1 had vet been discovered. 

At a later period the " Pinna," or Artificial Ear, 
appeared, but having no real merit, was soon dis- 
carded and forgotten. During all of my term of 
study, Scrofula and its results had engaged my 
special attention. Years of labor produced at in- 
tervals results which, while not entirely satisfactory, 
were very gratifying. At last my efforts were re- 
warded by the discovery of the Patent Organic 
Vibrator — a description of Which will be found in 
the following pages, and a remedy for Scrofula. 

Confident that my course will be fully vindicated 
by the benefits conferred upon the public, stimulated 
by the good already done, and encouraged by the 
daily evidences of gratitude from those whom, under 
the providence of God, I have restored to hearing, I 
beg to send this little work forth upon its mission.

THE OI^GAN OF HEADING. 

Sound is the result of any impulse conveyed by 
the undulations of the air to the organ of hearing, 
and the latter are so constructed as to receive these 
undulation?, and 60 organized as to become sensible 
to them and to convey the impressions to the brain. 
This organ, like the Eye, consists first and essentially 
of a special nerve expanded on membranes, and en- 
dowed with the properties of sensibility to the im- 
pression ©f sounds; and secondly, of a physical 
apparatus fitted for receiving and conducting these 
impulses in their course to the sentient nerve. 

We may divide the Ear into an external, middle, 
and internal portion. The external comprises the 
auricle, commonly called the Ear, and the external 
opening or tube ; the middle consists of the Tympa- 
num or Drum, with the Ossioula Auditus; and the 
internal, or true Ear, is termed the labyrinth, and 
comprises several parts, among which are the audi- 
tory nerves or Cochlia. 

the mechanism of the Ear is exceedingly compli- 
eated. Although many minute parts compose this 
organ, yet the seats of diseases arc few. The Drum I 
(membrana tympani), the most delicate portion,; is 
situated near the middle of a tube (eustachian) which 
extends from the external opening in the Ear to the 
nose and throat, and forming a partition in this tube, 
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the air on one side reaching the Drum from the Ear, 
the other side from the nose and throat. The pro- 
cess of hearing is as follows : — The vibrations of the 
air are conveyed through the tube to the Drum, 
which is thereby thrown into vibrations, and tbese 
are transmitted by the chain of bones to the more 
internal Ear, on which the nerves are expanded and 
convey the impressions to the brain. Tho vibra- 
tions of the tympanum or Drum are also communi- 
cated to the innermost cavity of the Ear, which 
resembles the shell of a snail, and is therefore called 
cochlea. This whole labyrinth of the Ear being tilled 
with subtle water in small quantity, this fluid gently 
agitates the substance of the auditory nerve, in con- 
sequence of which sound is communicated to the 
brain. 

The ceruminous glands are for the secretion of wax. 
These glands have a double office, viz., to lubricate 
the membranes, and by slight accumulation and by 
its acrid nature to protect the more delicate portions 
of the internal Ear from the intrusion of insects, etc. 



CAUSES OF DEAFNESS. 

It will thus appear that deafness, or difficulty of 
hearing, must reside in the disease, and consequent 
failure of action of either the drum, the nerves, the 
cochlia, the gland-secreting wax, or the membrane of 
the 2^assages of the ear. 

The diseases which affect hearing by preventing 
the organic action of tho drum, the cochlea, the 
glands or the membranes, are all of scrofulous origin, 
and we may therefore reduce this disease to two 
causes or kinds of deafness— Scrofulous and Nervous 
deafness— excepting, of course, when the infirmity 
comes by violence. 



SCROFULOUS DEAFNESS. 

The presence of the scrofulous taint is first excited 
and brought to affect the ear by the following causes : 
cold, catarrh, scarlet fever, mcaseU, confinement, ex- 
cessive use of quinine or mercury, cr any affection 
which reduces the vitality of the system so that dis- 
ease predominates and attacks the iceak jwrts. In 
describing minutely the progress of the disease it 
will bo necessary to give you an account of Scrofula. 



SCROFULA. 

As it has become a practice among my patients to 
express a doubt of the correctness of my opinion in 
certain cases where I ascribed the cause to be Scrofula, 
I will briefly give a description of this taint, as it is 
universally understood by the best authorities of 
medicine in this country and Europe. 

Scrofula is an impurity of the blood, which can- 
not be contracted, but is a result of disease conveyed 
by inheritance. Thus, if your family, or any mem- 
ber of it, have ever suffered from Consumption, Ca- 
tarrh, Skin Disease, Spinal Affection, Impaired 
Vision or Hearing, Ulcers, etc., it is positive indica- 
tion of the existence of Scrofulous taint in your sys- 
tem. The ollicc of tho blood is to carry material, 
and deposite it in the tissues of the body for the 
purpose of repair. It the blood be pure, the repair 
will be perfect. All impure blood repairs imper- 
fectly, and creates weakness in tho part in proportion 
to the lack of solid repair. 

It is a provision of nature, that when the pure and 
impure qualities of the blood are equally divided, the 
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pure will predominate, and expel the impure. When 
the impure predominates, it remains in the blood, 
performing its destructive mission, tintil it shall 
cause the whole body to be so imperfectly repaired 
as to result in disease and death. I have taken ad- 
vantage of this, and by employing a remedy which 
holds in solution the important element of blood, to 
give excess of healthy quality to the blood, to the 
entire exclusion of the impure or scrofulous taint. 
When thus excluded, it tries to find exit from the 
body, and nature prompts it to select the weakest 
part for that purpose. If the lungs be weak, it will 
collect there. If the ear, eye, liver, spine, or any 
other part be naturally weak, there will it collect. 
This collection is called an abscess, and when per- 
fected, nature opens it. But by our process we 
direct the exit through the bowels— preventing the 
abscess. 

It therefore appears that the radical cause of 
Deafness, when brought to light by any of the exci- 
ting causes I have mentioned, is Scrofula. The first 
result of this, — cold or scarlet fever, — is a suppres- 
sion of perspiration, closing up all the pores of the 
body. Among the first results of this, you probably 
noticed a dry condition of the skin, a parched and 
dryness of the throat, and a diminution of the supply 
of wax from the ear, and in consequence of the ab- 
sence of the lubricating substance of the ear and 
other parts of the body, the formation of scales or 
scurf, which it is the function of the secretion 
of the glanjis to prevent. Upon the tougher and 



but slight inconvenience ; but upon the drum 
of the ear, which in health is as delicate as tissue 
paper, it prevents this organ from vibrating, in re- 
sponse to slight movements of the air, which in 
health move it effectually. This formation in the 
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Eustachian tube closes it, and in the outer passages 
of the ear decreases the size of the conducting canal, 
while it covers up the mouth of the wax-glands, and 
prevents the health; wax from coming out, hence 
arises Scrofulous Deafness. 

The nerves of the ear are only affected, in these 
rases, in the proportion of lack of nutriment they 
receive from unhealthy scrofulous blood. 

You have only to think of the different parts of 
the ear and their special duties, to notice the disease 
of any one part, by its failure to perform its special 
function. 

The nerve carries sound. This is its entire duty. 
Let the drum, or other parts of the car which go to 
make sound, be ever so perfect, if the conductor 
does not carry the sound to the brain, we have com- 
plete Deafness. 

If you hear irregular sounds, your drum is dis- 
eased. It makes sound imperfectly. It is morbidly 
sensitive to movements of the air, making distressing 
noises. The drum is thickened by a formation of 
scales. These are imperfectly attached by their 
edges, and slight movements of air rustle them, while 
violent movements of air force them upon the drum, 
and the scales and drum move together, giving 
sound ; hence in a mill or railroad car, where thare 
is great noise, you hear better. 

When I speak loud to a deaf person, I simply in- 
crease the volume of air. Any increase of air will 
nut affect a diseased nerve, for it does not find stim- 
uli from this source, but only when a thickened 
drum requires more air to move it, will loud talking 
enable the deaf to hear. 

In the treatment of this difficulty, it is evident that 
we should attack the cause, by removing all Scro- 
fula taint from the system. This may be done by a 
thorough course of treatment, which will probably 
take from two to four months. 
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The blood being made healthy, the result of the 
disease, viz., the thickening of the drum and passage 
of the ear may be readily removed, never to return, 
the glands excited to healthy action, and hearing 
thus perfectly and permanently restored, so that no 
instrument will be required. In these cases I meet 
with such great success, that I am enabled to guar- 
antee the cure, and to further testify as to its per- 
manence, by agreeing to atteud the case free of 
charge for remedies and advice, if it ever returns in 
the lifetime of the patient. 

The Organic Vibrator will enable you to hear, and 
will remove the noise in the head while you wear 
it, but is not represented as a cure in these 
cases. Indeed it is not advisable when a cure can be 
so readily effected. 

If these symptoms we have just related describe 
your case, your own common sense must convince 
yon that you are suffering from Scrofulous Deafness. 

If you have Catarrh, (of which you may read fur- 
ther in this book,) we call your trouble Catarrhal 
Deafness. But as Catarrh is simply a symptom of 
Scrofula, it is more properly Scrofulous Deafness. 



Prospects of Cure. 

All cases, where the patients have no organic 
constitutional trouble of a severe nature; when 
they are under sixty years of age, and good average 
health, they may be permanently cured of Scrofula 
Deafness. But when they are not in the condition 
above described, we are only able to give them 
temporary relief— a permanent cure being impossi- 
ble."

Treatment of Scrofula Deafness. 

In this species of Deafness, as in Catarrhal Deaf- 
ness, our lirst aim must be directed to the entire 
control and exclusion of the cause from the body, 
viz., Scrofula. This is effected by using Balm of 
Good Samaritan, or Sokofula Hemedy. $3 per 
bottle; four for $10.

NERVOUS DEAFNESS. 

There are three distinct nerves which perform the 
transmitting function for the ear. These are the 
most frequent seats of disease, causing complete 
deafness. 

As an exhibition of the ignorance of the regular 
profession in regard to deafness, I will quote from j 
one of the highest authorities. Dr. Duton Von i 
Trottsch, of Bavaria, page 218, on nervous deafness, | 
says : " The Diagtwsis 4 Nervous 1 becomes, to a \ 
certain degree, a chance hit, a declaration of not ! 
knowing and not finding,''' 1 and is used by physicians i 
too ignorant or indolent to study to discover the 
real cause. Again he says : "Then, gentlemen, con- \ 
fess thai you only name those affections 4 nervous' 
which you do not comprehend.' 1 '' 

Let ns consider the duties of the nerves, and 
their failure to act gives us" positive indication 
of the seat of disease. Their entire duty is to 
carry sonnd. If the nerves be partially paralyzed 
w e will hear sound partially or indistinctly, but re- 
quiring no elevation of voice. This acuteness of ! 
hearing in these cases varies according to the tem- j 
perament of the system at different times. When i 
passion, anger, grief, etc., are excited, the deafness • 
is decreased, while the noises in the head are in- i 
creased. But when total deafness exists it is ncces- I 
sary to examine the ear and determine whether the ' 
parts which go to make sound are perfect and do j 
their duty, before we know positively that the seat j 
of disease be the nerve. The noises in the head in 
this species of deafness find origin in the lack of fluid 
in the cochlia. 

If you take a cockle-shell in life and place the ear 
to the opening all is quiet therein, but take one 
when the inhabitant be dead and place that to vour ' 
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ear, and the same roaring sound is heard which dis- 
turbs the human ear when the cochlia is diseased in 
" Nervous Deafness." 

The nerve power of the human body is Electricity. 
This fact is illustrated by applying the ordinary mag- 
netic battery to tlie nerve of a dead body, and it will 
cause the body to rise up, the face to make grimaces, 
etc. ; and indeed give power to the nerves the same 
as in life. Electricity moves in circles, and until my 
discovery, no means were known to complete a 
circle, of which the nerves of the ear form the in- 
ternal part. This is, however, accomplished by the 
Organic Vibrator. It enables the air to have free 
access to the drum, and by it a circle of electric 
nerve-power is made to connect from one ear to the 
other externally, and complete the circle through 
the nerve internally.

Its pre- 
sence in the ear generates electricity, and excites the 
dormant nerve to action. It gives a clear canal for 
the passage of air directly to the drum, while its 
spiral course, as it passes the vibrator, condenses 
and concentrates sound, violently vibrating this in- 
creased volume of air before reaching the drum; 
thus giving to this small instrument all the power of 
increasing sound possessed by the most powerful 
ear-trumpet, and increasing the sound of ordinary 
conversation over five times the power before reach- 
ing the drum of the ear. It being exactly the shape 
and size of the external passage of the ear, it is in- 
serted with perfect ease, and is not perceptible. 
The vibrators of each ear are connected by a small

galvanized wire, which completes the electric circle, 
and is necessary for the protection of the instrument. 
It passes over the top of each ear, around the back 
of the head, and is out of sight. In regard to the 
electric power of this instrument, and its great 
usefulness in nervous Deafness, and to remove 
noises in the head, I append hereto the opinion of 
Mr. Farmer, tho celebrated inventor of the Fire 
Alarm Telegraph, and the highest electric authority 
in the United States. After obtaining a pair of the 
Organic Vibrators for the use of his wife, he re- 
marks : — " I enclose an article which I think will 
interest you, and I would suggest that you forward 
Dr. Smith one of your treatises to show him that you 
have supplied a want before he knew it existed."

ing with one or both ears supposed to be perfectly 
deaf, and in reality useless, but which might be ren- 
dered very serviceable were the sonorous undulations 
conveyed to them by artificial means— the nervous 
system of their ears having remained torpid, from 
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the fact that ordinary waves of sound had not been 
able to reach them, owing to the diseased condition 
of the conducting apparatus, and sometimes to the 
weakness of the nerves themselves, and not, as in » 
the case of the inhabitants of the cave, from the ab- 
sence of their pabulum or stimulus, but from want 
of means or power to receive it. I therefore con- 
clude that the excitement of the nervous apparatus 
of the ear, through the healthy stimulus of sonorous 
impulses, artificial means as well as by remedial ap- 
plications, many persons now supposed to be incur- 
ably deaf might be restored to a respectable degree 
of hearing, greatly to be desired by themselves as 
well as by their friends."
